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History  of  Senior  Class  of  '23 

Once  upon  a  time  in  the  dear,  dead,  days  beyond  recall — to  be  exact, 
in  the  Autumn  of  1919 — a  class  of  scared  Freshies  entered  K.  H.  S.  Mr. 
W.  W.  Hart  tried  in  vain  to  curb  their  high  spirits,  but  gave  up  the  attempt 
and  let  them  romp  and  play  to  their  heart's  content.  As  they  played  cer- 
tain changes  took  place  in  that  dim  region  known  as  the  cranium.  They 
learned  amo,  amas,  amat,  x  plus  y  equals  z,  and  thrilling  stories  of  "Treas- 
ure Island"  which  were  thought  suitable  for  the  little  darlings.  They 
brought  their  dolls  and  hobbyhorses  to  school,  held  parties  at  the  school 
gymn  and  in  the  basement  of  the  library. 

In  the  month  of  September,  1920,  they  again  appeared  at  K.  H.  S.,  call- 
ing themselves  Sophomores.

By  that  time  they  had 
stored  their  dolls  and  playthings  in  the  attic  and  learned  the  A.  B.  C.'s 
under  W.  B.  Brumfiel.  Fred  Morton,  who  had  steered  them  safely  through 
freshmen  seas,  was  again  their  leader.  They  won  "Good  English"  week 
and  conducted  themselves  so  well  that  even  the  teachers  thought  they 
were  rather  "bright." 

The  following  year,  J.  C.  McBride  took  charge  of  the  fate  of  K.  H.  S. 
They  were  Juniors  with  George  Myers  as  their  president.  William  Irwin 
left  his  beloved  Michigantown  H.  S.  to  enter  their  ranks.  On  October  15, 
a  grand  celebration  was  held  at  Jo  Swack's.  They  gave  the  operetta,  "Miss 
Cherry  Blossom,"  and  entertained  the  Seniors  quite  royally  at  the  Junior- 
Senior  reception.     Their  Junior  existence  ended  on  April  25,  1922. 

Their  career  as  Seniors  began  under  Fred  Morton,  who  violating  the 
precedent  set  l)y  George  Washington,  accepted  a  third  term.  Fern  Thomp- 
son of  Thorntown  joined  their  ranks  and  she  and  Paul  Payne  finished  their 
course  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester.  This  year  they  broke  all  former  rec- 
ords by  giving  two  class  plays  and  by  visiting-  the  State  Legislature.  Gillsert 
Skidmore  entertained  both  Junior  and  Senior  classes  at  a  Hallowe'en  party, 
otherwise  they  were  socially  (|uiet.  They  bore  up  under  the  ordeals  of 
Coninicnccmcnt  and  l)accalaureate  and  with  many  regrets  went  out  into 
the  wide,  wide  world  to  seek  their  fortunes.

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Home  Economics 

The  purpose  of  the  teaching  of  Home  Economics  in  tlie  i)u1)lic  schools, 
is  the  training  of  girls  to  meet  the  ])ro1ilems  which  are  found  in  every 
home.  A  child  will  more  readily  grasp  these  i)rohlems  through  hi  sactiv- 
ities  rather  than  thrt)Ugh  the  reading  of  ht)oks.  Also  the  teaching  of  Home 
Economics  is  a  connecting  link  between  the  school  and  the  home,  and  it  is 
a  study  of  every  day  living.  The  work  may  be  begun  by  giving  the  child 
school  credits  for  work  done  in  the  home. 

The  amount  of  work  required  for  the  seventh  and  e'ghth  grades  is 
two  recitation  periods  a  week.  After  the  holidays  the  high  school  usually 
has  five  double  recitation  periods  per  week. 

Because  of  the  aljundance  of  fruit  and  vegetabels,  the  first  one-half 
of  the  school  year  is  given  to  foods, — cooking  and  canning;  the  second 
one-half  is  given  to  sewing,  making  simple  projects  in   cotton   materials.

Manual  Arts 

The  course  in  Manual  Arts  is  not  so  much  to  i)repare  the  student  for 
his  life  work  without  further  training,  as  it  is  to  remoxe  the  objection  made 
by  business  and  professional  men- -that  the  average  boy,  when  he  leaves 
school,  is  not  equipped  with  the  proper  training  for  the  business  world. 

This  criticism,  as  we  all  know,  is  not  wholly  unjust.  The  schools  have 
been  falling  short  and  it  is  with  this  view  in  mind  that  a  course  has  been 
devised. 

Our  aim  is  to  present  to  the  student  such  projects  and  problems  as 
will  cause  him  to  exert  his  own  will  and  use  his  own  initiative  in  mastering 
and  solving. 

In  order  that  the  step  from  school  work  to  the  business  field  ma}-  not 
be  too  great,  these  projects  and  problems  are,  as  nearly  as  i)ossible,  ones  that 
resemble  and  portray  corresponding  interests  in  everyday   life. 

A  knowledge  of  tools,  their  construction,  use.  care  and  oi)eration  is 
sought  because  that  same  knowledge  may  be  used  by  either  an  amateur  or 
master  workman.  The  principle  governing  the  care  and  use  is  the  same,  and 
it  is  this  princi])le  we  are  striving  to  make  clear. 

It  is  our  endea\()r  to  present  such  work  that  will  be  of  ])ractical  \  alue.  as 
well  as  that  which  will  appeal  to  the  interest  of  the  student,  whatever  his 
environment.
